Formation of a state-wide 
organization to fight against 
natural gas rates charged 
by public utilities compan-

Mayor H. G. Tuck, of Sherman 


declared that the Governor and 
attorney general must be aroused 
to the needs of nearly 500,000 con- 
sumers of natural gas In Texas. 
He 
told how the 
governors of 
Kansas and Oklahoma had suc- 
ceeded In obtaining reduced prices 
in their states. 
The meeting, which was featur- 


ed by speeches protesting against 
current rates, produced a. general 
agreement that the state railroad 
commission be petitioned to make 
a survey of gas company costs 
from producer to final consumer, 
and fix a reasonable rate. 
Speak- 


ers charged the gas 
companies 


with accumulating enormous prof- 
its in the past 10 years. 


The 
fight 
will be carried 
on 


through the Texas League of Mu- 
nicipalities. 
Today's meeting was 


sponsored 
by the 
league 
of 21 


cities, composed of North Texas 
towns 
served 
by the Municipal 
Gas company. 


Tuck said large consumers had 


been able to get rates reduced to 
271-2 cents per 1000 cubic feet In 
Sherman. 
He said the "little fel- 


v low'' was the one who was suf- 
\ft fering. 
"' Present rates in the 21 cities 


Jerved by the Municipal Gas com- 
pany were said to be 75 cents per 
1000 
feet, with a 50-cent ready-to- 


serve charge. 
The latter was re- 


tained by the local company, but 
the former was split with the pro- 
ducing company on a 2 to 1 ba- 
sis.

Tnor Rooevelt, once a victim of 
the disease, gave his own immuniz- 
ed blood, and public funds were 
provided for prevention measures.

said, may be found to have blood 
of sufficient anti-poliomyelitis po- 
tency to counteract the disease in

BLAME COMMUNISTS 


FOR DEATH THREE 


CHICAIMNEGRflES 


CHICAGO, 
Aug. 
4.— (£>)— Com- 


munists 
were blamed by police 


. today for a brief but sanguinary 
\ riot on Chicago's South Side in 
which three negroes were slain 
and one was seriously wounded. 
Three policemen who helped put 
down the disorder were injured. 
Several score of the participants 
were arrested. Three were said 
by police to have been ringlead- 
ers.Immediate steps were taken by 
officials 
including Mayor Anton 
J. Cermak and Corporation Coun- 
sel William H. Sexton to prevent 
'a repetition of the disorder which 
began 
late 
yesterday 
afternoon 


when several 
hundred 
negroes 
started a demonstration 
in pro- 


test against the eviction of b 
negro family for non-payment of 
rent. 
A crowd of negroes, estimated 


by police at 1,000, gathered and 
shouted defiance as 
two 
court 


bailiffs 
started to move to the 
street 
the 
household 
furnishing 


of 
Diana Gross, 
from a 
flat 
at Dearborn and 50th streets. 


Frightened, the bailiffs, telephon- 


ed for police. Cries of "put that 
furniture 
back" 
and "we want 
something to eat" were heard and 
some of the crowd started to put 
the furniture back. 
A patrol wagon, manned by po- 


liceman Fred Graham, a negro, 
Martin Ernest and John McFad- 
den, arrived, but the trio was 
quickly surrounded by the riot- 
ers, many of whom were armed 
with knives, clubs 
and 
pistols. 


Ernest suffered a skull fracture. 
His companions were cut. When 
the reserves, including Sergeanc 
Henry Lyons, came to their aid, 
a negro pulled Lyons' pistol from 
his holster 
and 
threatened 
to 


shoot. As he did so 
Policeman 


William Jordan fired and the ne- 
gro fell dead. A 
few 
minutes 


later Lyons, who had recovered 
hig pistol, paid his debt to Jor- 
dan by killing a negro who was 
firing at Jorda^ from a nearby 
doorway.

The manner of the third man's 
death could not be learned. 


Mayor Cermak ordered a confer- 
ence o£ police officials, hia cab- 
inet, and 
leaders of the 
negro 
race at which it was agreed that 
there was no antagonism between 
the races and that the trouble 
was due solely to communistic 
propaganda.

4.—(VP)—The Kellogg-Briand peace 
pact outlawing war as a means 
of settling disputes between na- 
tions was 
described 
today by 
James Oliver Murdock as the cor- 
nerstone of a new International 
social order. 
The assistant solicitor of the 


state department told the Insti- 
tute of Politics here that 
"the

pact is that it has effected a turn 
in the tide of world affairs away 
from 
war 
towards international 


peace. . . . The nations of the 
world are on- a new highway to 
international cooperation, law and 
order." 
Previous to the Paris pact for 


the renunciation of war, Murdock 
explained, 
international relations 


had been conducted in two dis- 
tinct ways, by pacific settlement 
and war. War, he continued, had 
been under suspicion for a long 
time as conflicts merely had in- 
creased the number of controver- 
sies, devastated territory, depleted 
man power, and desroyed accumu-, 
lated wealth.
